NEWPORT, Aug. 15.—Col. John Ja- 
‘cob Astor and fifteen guests who had 
gone out on the steam yacht Nourmahal 
‘to view the races for the Astor Cup had 
a distressing experience when the yacht 
went aground in Brenton's Cove to-day. 
In consequence of this mishap the race 
was postponed. 

For seven hours the Nourmahal pound- 
ed on the rocks until she was released, 
just before 7 o'clock this evening. 

The party included Col. and Mrs. As- 
tor, Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Larocque, Jr., 
Ernest Iselin, Miss Iselin, Theodore A. 
Havemeyer, H. O. Havemeyer, Jr., 
Charles Sands, Francis Plummer, Morris 
Roche, Ernest Roche, Oliver E. Crom- 
well, H. de B. Parsons, Commodore F. G.

from their respective chiefs. 

When the Russian envoys returned at 
6 P. M. it was noticgable that either the 
weather or Sakhalin had affected M. 
Witte. He did not smile and appeared 
bored and impatient when questioned 
upon the subject of the day’s proceed- 
ings. 

The Japanese peace commission did not 
arrive at the hotel until 7 o’clock. They 
chose a naval steam launch well covered 
with a tent awning fore and aft in which 
to return from the navy yard. 

During dinner Baron Komura and Mr. 
Sato, who sat at a table alone, appeared 
very preoccupied and scarcely uttered a 
word, Afterward Mr. Sato mixed freely 
with the guests in the hall. An enter- 
prising Syrian woman, who had a sale of 
shawls and laces in the hotel, got up a 
raffle for a set of silk embroidered Turk- 
ish bed covers. Mr. Sato took three 
chances in the raffle and held his hat 
with the papers in it, while another guest 
drew out the winning number. 

The ‘peace conference face” is the 
latest. It is a face wearing a haggard, 
bewildered, dubious, and anxious look. 
|The face itself has been here frum the 
first—everybody has it except the Suwi- 
mer girls—but the name did not appear 
until to-day. 

As for the Summer girls, they could not 
wear the peace conference face. They 
never had such a good time in their lives. 
To-day they dragged in some of the very 
few young men not here on business and 
iplayed “follow my leader” over the 
benches, settees, and chairs. Also they 
gathered by themselves in the ballroom 
land played “London Bridgé Is Falling 
Down” and other children’s games. They 
jare a fresh-faced, pretty lot, and, with

|}space for luncheon, served in the con- 
ference building, they stay in session un- 
|til evening. After this a hurried dinner 
\is served at the hotel, and the work of 
|the evening and night begins. Last night 
M. Witte and Baron Rosen received the 
|delegation of eminent American Jéws. 
At the same time the Japanese emissaries 
| were busily engaged in their quarters in 
bringing their records to date, in the 
preparation of cablegrams, and in getting 
ready for the next session of the con- 
ference. 

An idea of the volume of cables which 
are daily sent to Europe and the Far 
East may be obtained from the state- 
| ment that on Sunday one cable company 
|handled $19,000 worth of business, in- 
|eluding dispatches from both the Rus- 
| sian and Japanese peace envoys, from 
|its headquarters here. 

Both sides are very keen in the matter 
lof their facilities for communication. 
| ‘The heavy tax on the local telephone 
| wires made it impossible for them to get 
| quick service between the hotel and their 
|conference rooms in the navy yard, and 
| complaint was made, with the result that 
|Becretary Peirce had two direct telephone 
|systems installed between these points, 
fone for the Russians and one for the 
| Japanese, 

The exclusive use of the navy yard, so 

jfar as civilians are concerned, is still

Japanese Fail in Attempt to Land 
Troops—Another Point in Sak- 
halin Captured.

GEN. NOGI’S HEADQUARTERS, 
Aug. 13.—(Delayed.)—The end of the 
rainy season is now imminent and the 
Japanese Army is impatient to move 
out of the position it has occupied since 
it settled down after the battle of 
Mukden, 

Here at the front there is no faith 
in the conclusion of peace, and if it is 
arranged it will cause deep disappoint- 
ment throughout the Japanese Army. 
All the young officers are literally 
spoiling for a battle, while the seniors 
generally consider that the military 
progress has not yet been sufficient to 
justify the expectation that Russia will 
concede the terms of necessity required 
by Japan. 

A short period must elapse before 
operations are likely. The possibilities 
of the situation may be gathered from 
a comparison with the conditions at 
Liao-Yang last year. The Russians re- 
main grouped about the railway, with 
their extreme flank resting on Kirin. 
The mountainous nature of the country 
further east practically precludes the 
possibility of important operations in 
that region and prevents the co-opera- 
tion of the Manchurian and the Korean 
field forces. 

Westward, beyond the region of Gen. 
Mistchenko’s recent activity, the coun- 
try is sparsely populated and slightly 
cultivated, being chiefly devoted to 
pasture, which precludes operations on 
a large scale. 

Northward of the Liao Valley cultiva- 
tion is greatly restricted and the rvads 
are few, trending toward the junction 
of the railway and the Sungarli. 

If the war continues various condi- 
tions point to the likelihood that fu- 
ture operations will be restricted to 
the neighborhood of the railway, with 
minor movements in the Kirin region. 
The wide turning evolutions suggested 
in the European press are not likely to 
be features of the campaign, nor is it 
probable that any great military re- 
sults will ensue this year. 


GODZYADANI, Manchurias Aug. 15.— 
Two Japanese torpedo boats to-day bom- 
barded Port Lazarevo, (Port Lazareff, 
Korea.) 

An attempt was then made to land 
troops, but they were beaten off by Rus- 
sian Chasseurs. 


TOKIO, Aug. 15.—Admiral Kataoka re- 
ports that a detachment of his squadron 
attacked the Russians guarding Laz- 
aroba Point, on the Tartary Straits, be- 
tween Sakhalin and the mainland, on 
Aug. 18. Marines were landed, and they 
were exposed to a sudden attack from 
Russians who were hidden tna fdrest. 

The Japanese loss was only one killed 
and four wounded, and the Russians were 
finally dispersed. 

A Japanese torpedo-boat destroyer 
operating on the east coast of Sakhalin 
attacked the Russians holding the tele- 
graph office at Raioro on the morning 
of Aug. 18 and captured eighteen men 
and the telegraph apparatus. 


RECEIVER FOR PEOPLE’S BANK 


Following Denial of Fraud Order In- 
junction Directors Order Liquidation. 


ST. LOUIS, Aug. 15.—Following the de- 
cision of United States Circuit Judge 
Van Deventer denying an injunction to 
prohibit the enforcement of a fraud order 
by the postal authorities, the Direct&rs 
of the People’s United States Bank have 
voted to go into voluntary liquidation. 

Notwithstanding the decision of the 
Directors, Judge McElhinney of the Cir- 
cuit Court to-day appointed Frederick 
Essen receiver for the bank, at the re- 
quest of Attorney General Hadley of Mis- 
souri. 

Immediately upon the announcement of 
the receivership attorneys for the bank 


filed two motions, one to vacate the ap- 
pointment of Essen and the secorid ap- 
pealing Judge McElhinney’s order au- 
thorizing a receivership. 


FEES MORE THAN ASSETS. 


Guarantee Co. Must Make Up Part of 
$113,400 Due In Asphalt Receivership. 


TRENTON, Aug. 15.—C. D. W. Vroom, 
a special master, made a report in the 
United States Circuit Court to-day as to 
the compensation to be allowed to Henry 
Tatnall as receiver of the Asphalt Com- 
pany of America and the National As- 
phalt Company, and also to the compen- 
sation to be allowed Bisham, Winterstein 
& Barnes, who were counsel for Mr. Tat- 
nall during his receivership. 

Mr. Vroom recommended an allowance 
to Mr. Tatnall of $15,000 In addition to 
$50,000 which had been previously allowed 
by the court, and he recommended an 


allowance to Bisham, Winterstein & 
Barnes of $25,000 in addition to $23,400 
which they had previously received, 

The receiver has $38,881.67, and the re- 
mainder of the $40,000 allowed' to-day will 
have to be made up by the United States 
Fidelity and Guarantee Company, which 
gave bond to secure the compensation of 
the receiver and his counsel.

Victims in New Orleans. 
Special to The New York Times. 

NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 15.—The arrival 
of the steamship Sapphire, from Colon, 
with four cases of fever; to-day stirred 
the public further on the question of 
quarantine regulations against Central 
American ports. Last week the Leyland 
liner Texan, from Colon, via Vera Cruz, 
brought two suspicious cases. 

It was announced to-day that Texas 
would admit freight from New Orleans 
and other infected points. Passengers 
provided with a clean bill of health, who 
have remained in detention five days, 
also are admitted. North Louisiana, act- 
ing through Shreveport, decided to accept 
all freight save dry goods and fruit, pro- 
vided it be fumigated and sent through 
under seal. 

While there has been decided relief in 
the public mind under three days of small 
lists of new cases the authorities point 
out that several days more of similar re- 
ports should elapse before definite en- 
couragement is taken. 

This year, as in 1878, the disease was 
first announced on July 21. On Aug. 15, 
1878, there were 98 cases and 20 deaths. 
During the seven days that followed the 
deaths and the cases doubled.’ Hence a 
continuation of the small lists for the rest 
of the week will be taken to show that 
progress is being made in stamping out 
the disease. 

To-day'’s fever record follows: Deaths, 6; 
new cases, 62; new centres of infection, 
19. Totals to date: Deaths, 172; cases, 
1,080; infection points, 220; under treat- 
ment, 384; discharged, 524. 

The six dead included only one Itallan. 
Joseph O. Daspit, one of the best known 
of the younger attorneys of the city, was 
a victim. Listed next him in the table 
of dead was Adal Pierre, at one time a 
well-known musician in Paris and for- 
merly leader of the French Opera Or- 
chestra here, He died in poverty and 
was buried in the Potter's Field. 

Several additional cases of fever were 
reported to-day from Plauquamaine Par- 
ish and Jefferson. A search of the lower 
river parishes is to be instituted to-mor- 
row. In the morning, also, Surgeon Gui- 
teras will leave for Lafayette, La., where 
new infection is reported. 

The arrival of Dr. John Guiteras, 
Cuban yellow fever expert, and\his tour 
of the seat of the worst infection, was 
one of the interesting features of the day. 
His previous visit to New Orleans was 
in 1897. 

On his arrival to-day Dr. Guiteras went 
to the offices of the Marine Hospital 
Service to see Surgeon White. Later he 
joined Drs. Corput and Richardson of the 
Marine Hospital etaff, in a tour of the 
old French market quarter. 

Many of the disease centres of three 
weeks ago are regarded as having dis- 
appeared, no new infection appearing in 
their neighborhood. 

The State Board of Health made prep- 
arations to-day to send doctors and nurses 
to Pointe la Hache, but abandoned the in- 
tention when it was notified that where 
the sickness existed no accommodations 
were available.

TAMPA, Aug. 15.—The ‘following cable 
reply was received to-day by Dr. Porter, 
State Health Officer of Florida, to his 
message to Dr. Finlay, Chief Sanitary Of- 
ficer of Cuba, yesterday asking scientific 
grounds for Cuba’s maintaining a quar- 
antine against Florida: 

“Cannot answer your cable officially. 
Dr. Roberts, chief maritime quarantine, is 
not in my department. Perscnally I fear 
that not having Cuban stations in Flori- 
da, as you have in Cuba, suspects could 
not be notified quickly enovgh for quar- 
antine purposes, and especially during 
prevalence of dengue epidemic.” 


Suspicious Cases on the Concho. 

When the steamship Concho from Gal- 
veston anchored in Quarantine yesterday 
morning, and was subjected to an exam- 
ination for indications of yellow fever, 
among her crew and passengers the doc- 
tors found ten passengers who had tem- 
peratures above normal. They, with six 
of their friends, who insisted on accom- 
panying them, were sent to Hoffman 


Island for observation. The vessel was 
then fumigated and allowed to proceed 
to her pier. 


Suspected Case In Indiana. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 15.—The State 
health authorities this afternoon sent Dr. 
A. W. Brayton, an expert, to Crawfords- 
ville, to diagnose the case of a man who 
arrived at Crawfordsville a few days ago 
from Faroe, Miss., and has symptoms 
similar to yellow fever. Local physicians 


refused to attend the case. B. L. Hutch- 
ings, Secretary of the Crawfordsville 
Board of Health, diagnosed the case as 
yellow fever. 


NOT GHOSTS, BUT A HAMMER. 


Simple Source of Spooky Manifesta- 
tions In Jersey City. 


George Meyers of Pavonia and Gil 
Avenues, Jersey City, reported to the 
police on Monday that for several days 
he had been annoyed by a mysterious 
rapping in his house. Others of his fam- 
ily had heard the noises and thought they 
were made by ghosts. Mr. Meyers said 
he thought the sounds were produced by 
human agency, but he had been unable 
to solve the mystery. One peculiar feat- 
ure of the rappings, he sald; was. that 
there were always thirteen.

Through an Angry Crowd. 


NO PERMISSION FOR MEETING 


Algernon Lee, Candidate for Mayor, 
' One of the Prisoners, Says He’ll 
Make a Test Case. 


Police dispersed an open aif meeting of 
the Social Democratic Party at East 
Broadway and Jefferson Street last night 
and arrested three speakers, Algernon 
Lee, the party’s candidate for Mayor and 
editor of The Worker; Solomon Field- 
man, who said he was. an optician of 360 
Third Avenue, and William Karlin, a drug 
clerk of 257 South Ninth Street, Brook- 
lyn. All three were charged with hold- 
ing a meeting without police permission. 

Acting Capt. Northrop of the Madison 
Street Station said last night that he had 
sent word to headquarters of the orga- 
nization that the meeting would not be 
permitted by the police, who had re- 
scinded permission under which meetings 
have been held weekly on the east side, 
because of the bread strike. 

With his associates, Lee characterized 
his arrest as an outrage and insisted that 
he had the rizht of free speech. About 
him on the platform in the driving rain 
was gathered a crowd of 500 persons, 
which stretched across the street from 
the building of the Educational Alliance to 
the inclosure of William H. Seward Park. 

Policeman David Parnson says he told 
Lee, who was speaking, that he must de- 
sist. He says the reply he received 
was that the meeting would continue and 
that no inteference by the police would 
be permitted. 

With the crowd in an uproar over the 
discussion, the meaning of which they 
grasped in an instant, Parnson decided 
he would get further orders, and went to 
the Madison Street Station, where he re- 
ported the matter to Acting Capt. North- 
rop. He was ordered to stop the meeting 
and make any arrests necessary. 

Hurrying back to the platform with the 
Acting Captain and a squad of police 
and detectives, he found Lee still on the 
platform addressing the gathering. He 
was told again that the meeting must 
disperse, but he refused to stop speak- 
ing. He was then arrested. 

But before he could be taken from 
the platform Solomon Fieldman took his 
place, and in a tumult of protests from 
the audience against the oppression, as 
they termed it, of the police, addressed 
the crowd, insisting, the police say, that 
they had no right to interfere with the 
progress of an orderly meeting, the lead- 
ers of which as well as the members had 
the right of free speech. 

He was arrested promptly, and then 
Karlin tried to talk to the crowd. The 
crowd surged about the platform, and for 
a little time assumed a threatening atti- 
tude. The police rushed through to the 


—_ again, however, and Policeman 
an arrested Karlin. 

uch was the temper of the crowd that 
the driver of the patrol wagon had a hard 
time forcing his horses through the midst 
of the angered men and women. Finally 
a passage was cleared, the prisoners put 
into the wagon, and a start made for the 
police station. The platform was taken 
along. 

Big as the crowd had been about the 
little stand when the arrests were bein 
made, it was nothing to the mob whic 
struggled after the wagon to the police 
station, where it was necessary for the 
reserves to hold the doors. Most of the 
pome who had attended the meeting 
wished to get inside so as to hear the 
arraignment of the three leaders. They 
insisted again that they had the right of 
free spéech, and also that they had a 
special right to hold the meeting in ac- 
cordance with their wont. 

Within a short time a bondsman for the 
three Pune ap red in the person of 
Daniel Myerson of 210 East Third Street, 
who furnished bail for each in the sum 
of $500. They will be arraigned in Essex 
Market Police Court this morning. 

On their release under bail the same 
crowd, greatly augmented, followed them 
from the station.

“IT am going to make a test case of 
this,”’ said Mr. Lee. ‘If we are fined in 
the police court to-morrow morning I 
shall bring the case to the highest courts 
for adjudication. What incenses me the 
most is that I was arrested.’’ 


BATAILLY NOT MURDERED. 


Actor, Found Dead in Brooklyn, Had 
No Bullet Wounds. 


An autopsy made yesterday by Dr. 
Thomas A. McGoldrick, acting physician 
to Coroner Flaherty of Brooklyn, dis- 
closed that there was no foundation for 
the theory that Henry Batailly, the actor, 
who was found dead in his rooms, 173 
Washington Street, Brooklyn, on Monday 
afternoon, had been murdered. 

The police never believed that he was, 
and smiled over wonderful stories based 
on that theory and printed yesterday aft- 


ernoon before the result of the autopsy 
Was made known. 

Dr. McGoldrick found, besides the cut 
in the throat, two small bruises, caused 
by the man’s fall after he had slashed 
himself. There were no bullet wounds. A 
‘‘mysterious woman’’ who visited Bata- 
illy on the day he.was last seen was 
easily found by Police Capt. Condon, who 
was soon convinced that she knew noth- 
ing of the circumstances that led to the 
actor’s death. 


SINGER MAD, SISTER SAYS. 


Has William Dennison, Who Has Lost 
His Voice, Arrested.

MOUNT VERNON, Aug. 15.—On com- 
plaint of his’ sister, Miss Margaret Den- 
nison, who says that he threatened to as- 
sault her with a Cuban machete, William 
Dennison, fifty’ years old, and formerly a 
prominent singer of Mount Vernon, is 
held at Police Headquarters here pending 
an examination as to his sanity.

LIVE WIRE HELD HIM FAST. 


Street Car System Stopped to Release 
a Power House Workman. 


UTICA, Aug. 15.—William Patten, an 
employe of the Hudson River Power Com- 
pany in this city, put his hand on a heavi- 
ly charged insulated wire in the power 
house this morning and could not let go. 
The heavy insulation prevented the escape 
of enough electricity to cause death, but 
held the man with a grip that could not 
be broken.

| Evidence Brought Out at Various Hear 
| ings the Basis of Complaint— 
Must Answer Sept. 5. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—The Inter- 
State Commerce Commission, as a result 
of complaints against private car lines, 
unexpectedly began an investigation to- 
day of the relations between railroads 
and refrigerator lines, by which it is 
charged that the Inter-State Commerce 
act is being violated. 

The complaint is directed against the 
Armour Car Line, the American Refrig- 
erator Transportation Company, the San- 
ta Fé Refrigerator Dispatch, and the fol- 
lowing railroads: St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco, Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé; St. 
Louis, Iron Mountain and Southern;. Cen- 
tral of Georgia, Southern, Atlantic Coast 
Line, Seaboard Air Line, Pennsylvania, 
Southern Pacific, and Kansas City South- 
ern. 

The railroads and refrigerator lines are 
required to make specific answers to all 
the commission’s allegations by Sept. 5. 

It is charged that by rebates and other 
devices the refrigerator lines are acting 
for the railroads, and the railroads are 
collecting and receiving for the refrigera- 
tion of fruit and vegetables lower rates 
from some shippers than others. Another 
charge is failure and neglect to publish at 
shipping stations and file with the Inter- 


State Commerce Commission the rates for 
the refrigerator car service. . 

The commission alleges, too, that the 
charges published by the refrigerator . 
lines and the railroads in certain territoe- 
ries are unreasonable and unjust. The ' 
territories described are Missouri, Arkane 
sas, Indian Territory, Texas, California 
to Eastern points, Louisiana and Kansas, 
and Georgia, South Carolina and North 
Carolina, to New York. 

The charges made by the commission 
are based on evidence brought out at 
hearings held In various sections of the 
country. The action of the commission 
indicates that certain cases set forth in 
the proceedings can be reached under the 
resent laws. In any event the proceed- 
ngs are looked upon as a test, and it is 
declared they will prove of inestimable 
value in informing Congress what new 
laws are needed for National control cf 
private car lines.

BOYCOTT NOT GENERAL ; 
SERIOUS AT SHANGHAI 


State Department So Advised by 
Our Officials in China. 


CHINESE ENVOY ARRIVES 


Imperial Trade Commissioner Says 
His Government Is Not Responsible 
for War on American Goods. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15. — Dispatches 
received at the State Department to-day 
from China show that Shanghai is the 
only place where the boycott against 
American goods has assumed anything 
like a serious aspect. 

At Canton the movement has made some 
headway, but at other points it has not 
been successful. 

This information was supplied in re- 
sponse to instructions sent some days ago 


to Minister Rockhill and the consular of- 
ficers in China to keep the State Depart- 
ment advised as to the progress of the 
boycott.

Ten Yachts Started for the Line, 
but Had to Put Back. 


HUGE SEAS AND HEAVY RAIN 


Regatta Committee of New York Y. C. 
Announce Winners of Schooner 
and Commodore’s Cups.

NEWPORT, R. I., Aug. 15.—The Astor 
Cup races, which were to have been de- 


cided here to-day, have been postponed 
until September. A series of circum- 


to-day. The New York Yacht Club's 
squadron will proceed to Vineyard Haven 
to-morrow morning and will carry out the 
original cruising programme as first out- 
lined. 

Everything seemed to conspire to pre- 
vent the races to-day. A _ northeaster 
broke over the port in the morning, bring- 
ing with it torrents of rain. Huge seas 
were kicking up outside the lightship, 
and the wind blew a small gale. This dis- 
couraged some of the aspirants for tro- 
phies, but not all. Ten started for the 
line shortly after 10 o'clock, afd the com- 
mittee followed immediately after. 

It is a time-honored custom to use Col. 
John Jacob Astor’s steam yacht Nour- 
mahal as a committee boat. This custom 
was followed, and she got under way, 
but passing to the westward of the fleet, 
ran aground on the rocks off Brenton’s 
Cove and stuck hard and fast. She tried 
vainly for some time to get off, but the 
tide was running out, and conditions ev- 
ery minute were getting worse. At last 
her efforts were abandoned, and she gave 
up until high tide. The Regatta Commit- 
tee consulted Col. Astor, and he told them 
to proceed without him, but meantime 
conditions had become so bad through a 
heavy fog that word was passed to the ten 
yachts postponing the race until Septem- 
ber. 

The accident to the Mineola was the sig- 
nal to others to turn back. The Yankee 
followed her into the harbor and cruised 
about inside. Sybarita was not long in 
following suit, while Mimosa III. and 
Nautilus darted in and out through the 
fleet, not a bit set back by the weather. 
The schooners stayed out longer than any 
of the others, but finally Valmore re- 
turned, then Muriel, and last of all Car- 
ona. 

There was plenty to interest the yachts. 
men to-day. First came the announce. 
ment that Herreshoff is to build a special 
class of seven or eight racing boats for 
next year, to be called a sixty-foot one- 
design class, to measure fifty-seven feet 
on the water line. This is the same size 
as Doris, the new boat turned out for 8S. 
Reed Anthony that has done so well in the 
cruise. They will have even more sail 
plan, more power, and will be good keel 
types of boats, fitted for comfortable sea 
cruising and at the same time capable as 
the thirties are of racing with anything in 
full time allowance.

TEMERAIRE FIRST ‘IN 
RACE FOR CANADA CUP 


Challenger Wins Third Race of 
Series from Iroquois. 


FINISHED ONE MILE AHEAD 


Defender’s Captain Seemed Afraid of 
Wind Which Favored Fife Boat— 


May Take Cup To-day. 


CHARLOTTE, N. Y., Aug. 15.—The 
Royal Canadian Yacht Club challenger, 
Temeraire, to-day won the third race for 
the Canada Cup, leading the defender, 
Iroquois, of the Rochester Yacht Club, 
over the finish line by two minutes and 
fifteen seconds. A triangular course of 
three miles to each leg, twice around, 
making a total distance to be sailed of 
eighteen miles, was selected for to-day’s 
race. Should the Temeraire win again 
to-morrow, the cup will pass into the 
possession of the Canadian Yacht Club 
for one year, as she has already won 
two races. If victory rests with the Iro- 
quois, another race will be sailed on 
Thursday, as the two boats would be on 
equal terms, with two victories each. 

The wind to-day was about twelve | 
miles an hour and the weather decidedly 
in favor of the Temeraire, the betting on | 
to-day’s result being in the latter’s favor. 
Both boats set out for the starting point | 
at 10:39, the Iroquois leading, under sin- | 
gle reef; the Temeraire, under full sail, | 
followed by the excursion fleet. ‘The/| 
preparatory gun was fired at 10:30. 

When the starting gun boomed at il 
o’clock both boats were so close to the 
line that it was impossible for outsiders 
to tell which crossed first. The Temeraire 
had the windward position. The official 
time at the start was: Iroquois, 11:00:00; 
Temeratire, 11:00:15. i 

Temeraire pointed better than Iroquois, 
and soon had a good advantage to the 
windward, and footing faster assumed the 
lead, and at 11:12:20 was several lengths 
in the lead and well to the windward, 
Both stood on the same tack until 
11:18:15, when the crew on the Iroquois, 
finding that the wind had shifted, went 
about to the starboard and reached due 
east. At 11:26 the Iroquois made a slight 
gain on the Temeraire, though a great 
strip of water still separated them. At 
11:29:30 the Iroquois went on port tack, 
and five minutes later the Temeratre fol- 
lowed suit. The Canadian boat then 
seemed to have better wind and her lead 
was increased. 

At 11:35 the challenger passed the first 
stakeboat and with spinnakers set started 
on the second leg. Iroquois rounded the 
first mark at 11:36:30, and was nearly 
half a mile behind her rival. Temeraire 
at 11:50 getting a slight shift of wind, took 
in her spinnaker and for two minutes had | 
trouble with her ballooner. Iroquois also | 
| dropped her spinnaker and came along 
| swiftly. Temeraire rounded the home} 
| buoy at 12:15, completing the first half 
|of tne race, Iroquois following three and | 
a half minutes later. It was a close 
reach fcr the home buoy.

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THE SERIOUS WORK BEGINS. 

In their progress through the articles 
of Japan’s peace terms, the Commis- 
sioners at Portsmouth yesterday came 
upon serious and disputed matters. 
The recognition of Japan’s preponderat- 
ing influence in Korea, which, accord- 
ing to general belief, was demanded in 
the first article, was easily disposed of, 
and the second article, providing for 
the evacuation of Manchuria, offered 
no serious grounds of disagreement. 
The third article, it is supposed, cov- 
ered the disposition and control of the 
Eastern Chinese Railway. Upon chat 
point an agreement appears to have 
been reached on Monday. The fourth 
article, as report has it, relates to the 
transfer of the Russian leases of Port 
Arthur and Talien-Wan which had 
been put in the way of prompt agree- 
ment by the results of the war. It is 
believed that this article was signed 
yesterday. 

The agreement embodying the Rus- 
sian lease of this territor-- was drawn 
up between Li-Hunc-CHane and M. 
PaviLorr in March, 1898. -ccording to 
the English translation of the Chinese 
text, it provided for the lease to Russia 
of Port Arthur and Talien-Wan, with 
the adjacent waters, for a period of 
twenty-five years. The sovereign 
rights of China were preserved, Chi- 
nese citizens might reside within the 
leased territory, but no Chinese troops 
were to be there stationed. Port Ar- 
thur was to be open to the men-of-war 
and commercial ships of Russia and 
China only. Talien-Wan, where Rus- 
sia afterward created the port called 
Dalny, was to be open to the merchant 
vessels of all nations. The Russian 
Ministry of War was to have jurisdic- 
tion of the leased territory, .nd its ad- 
ministration was committed to a Rus- 
sian Governor. This was the post 
afterward held by ALExIEFF under the 
title of Viceroy of the East. On as- 
suming this lease, Japan will naturally 
modify its terms. Certainly the Russo- 
Chinese provision for the closed door 
will be struck out, since Japan is 
pledged to commercial freedom of ac 
cess throughout the territory which the 
fortunes of war bring under her con- 
trol.

JoHN Hay’s efforts, pushed with so 
much skill and energy for the last 
years of his life, for the preservation 
and “territorial integrity ” of the Chi- 
nese Empire, have become singularly 
actualized by the proceedings at Ports- 
mouth. It is true that the war has 
been waged on Chinese territory and 
no other, excepting the island of Sak- 
halin. But the basis of peace is that 
Russia shall restore to China not only 
the soil of Manchuria, excepting the 
right of way of the main line of the 
Trans-Siberian, but the Eastern Chi- 
nese Railway, built under Chinese con- 
cessions, and the improvements at 
Daliny and Port Arthur, occupied under

It is a very old question. China will 
henceforth be put in the same posi- 
tion in which Turkey has been for half 
@ century and more as the ward of 
“the Powers.” She will become, by the 
ratification of the proposed treaty of; 
peace, the Sick Man of the Far East. 
As in the case of Turkey, the Powers 
will be prevented from making war 
upon her, and taking slices from her, 
only by their own mutual jealousies, 
and every aggressive Power will be en- 
deavoring to circumvent for its own 
advantage the guarantee in which Mr. 
Hay induced all the Powers to join. 

There is an obvious lack of perpetuity 
or even of permanence about this ar- 
rangement. The only real and lasting 
guarantee for the territorial integrity 
and ‘administrative entity” of China 
is the ability and willingness of China 
to fight for it. The final solution, as 
an alternative to the disappearance of 
the Chinese Empire, must be the bring- 
ing of China to that point. To do this 
with a nation in which the sentiment of 
patriotism cannot be discovered to have 
an effectual existence is a very hard 
problem. The task of “ drilling China” 
has at various times been essayed by 
Europeans. It seems likely that now it 
will be seriously undertaken by another 
Asiatic nation, which, until ten years 
ago, the Chinese despised as a tribe of 
“venomous dwarfs.” Doubtless Japan 
has advantages for the work beyond 
what any other nation can have. But 
she has also great difficulties. One of 
these is the danger of being too success- 
ful. For her aim must be to put a na- 
tion ten times as populous as herself in 
a position to defend itself against all 
comers, without putting it in a position 
which shall endanger Japanese leader- 
ship in the Far East. It is at least 
plain that the condition contemplated 
for China by the clauses of a treaty 


| agreed upon at Portsmouth will be tem- 


porary and provisional. 


THE JEWS OF RUSSIA. 

It was with some justified expecta- 
tion of finding in M. WITTE a sympa- 
thetic listener to their appeal for the 
betterment of the conditions of the Jews 
in Russia that Mr. Straus, Mr. Scuirr, 
Mr. SELIGMAN, Mr. ADOLPH LEWISOHN, 
and Mr. Kraus of Chicago went to 
Portsmouth. M. Witte is not only an 
enlightened statesman and a man of 
liberal mind, but he is known in Rus- 
sia as a defender of the principle of 
religious freedom, and as a champion 
of those in his own country who have 
suffered for opinion’s sake. He is known 
to have recommended to the Czar and 
to his associates in the Ministry meas- 
ures of amelioration that would have 
done much. to free the Jews of Russia 
from the oppressive conditions under 
which they live. His presence in this 
country, therefore, was a proper occa- 
sion for laying before him the views of 
representative Hebrews of the United! 
States who have at heart the welfare 
of their race and religion the world 
over. 

Mr. Oscar STRAUS put very clearly 
and reasonably the nature of the rep- 
resentations they intended to make to 
M. WIrTrTer: 


We will ask M. Witte that the Jews 
in Russia be accorded the same right to 


| life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness 


that others in that country have. About 
850 restrictive laws against Jews have 
been decreed in Russia, and we ask not 
merely the rescinding of 200 or 300 of 
those, but of all of them. This is what 
we ask. No more, no less, to use Presi- 


; dent ROosEVELT's effective phrase.” 


Such an appeal as that is supporta- 
ble not only by the interests of race 
and blood, but by universal promptings 
of humanity. The world has no liking 
for a policy that begets such horrors as 
that of Kishineff. But there is anoth- 
er reason, a reason of peculiar import- 
ance to Russia herself, that ought to 
weigh with the Czar and his advisers. 
A country which imposes restraints 
upon one class of its people and puts 
up barriers about them is not abreast 
of modern civilization. Russia and 
Roumantia, we imagine, are about the 
only two countries on earth that now 
deny to Jews the freedom to reside 
where they will and work at any trade 
of their choice. It is a sign of dread- 
ful backwardness, of lagging in the 
gloom and ignorance of the Dark Ages. 
If Russia is to feel the effects of that 
forward impulse that is manifested in 
most nations at the close of a war, she 
ought to give evidence of a new spirit 
by abolishing the outworn, harsh, and | 
disgraceful laws that condemn so cone 
siderable a part of her population tc 
lives of poverty, wretchedness, and dis- 
content. 


THE TESTIMONY OF THE ACCUSED. 

The Constitution of the State of New 
York provides, in its B"l of Rights, 
that “‘no person shall be compelled in 
any criminal case to be a _ witness 
against himself.”” A partial exception 
to this general rule is made in the 
case of a person offering a bribe to an 
officer. No such person “sx! &¢ priv- 
fleged from testifying in relation thcre- 
to, and he shall not be Mable <o civil 
or criminal prosecution therefor if he 
shall testify to the giving or offering 
of such bribe.” In the law secured by 
District Attorney J@rome as to wit- 
nesses in gambling cases it was assumed

that a clause exempting a witness from 
prosecution and compelling him to tes- 
tify—as in the matter of bribery—would 
bring the law within the Constitution. 
This, we believe, has not yet been 
passed on by the higher courts. 

In a recent striking and able address 
of Mr. Moorrigeitp Storey of Boston 
before the Maryland Bar Association 
he advocated the entire abolition of 
the privilege of accused persons to ab- 
stain from testifying. He said: 

We condemn the European practice 
which submits the accused himself to ex- 
amination and cling to the belief that a 
man should not be compelled to criminate 
himself. Why not? What duty does so- 
clety owe -a criminal which should pre- 
vent them from asking questions of the 
only witness who certainly knows the 
truth? Why should not a suspected man 
be compelled to speak? The presumption 
is strong that the story of an innocent 
man will establish his innocence. Should 
we provide a shield for the guilty? 

The privilege referred to, like the as- 
sumption that an accused is innocent 
until he is proved guilty, no matter how 
strong the proof. that he is an habitual 
and professional criminal, is a part of 
our legal inheritance from the times 
when prosecution in the courts was 
often a means of persecution. In those 
days it was a function of the courts to 
protect the weak against the powerful. 
Certainly conditions have radically 
changed. Malicious and tyrannical use 
of prosecution is now the rarest of 
dangers to which the average citizen is 
exposed. Delay and substantial mis- 
carriage of justice are dangers to which 
the whole community is constantly ex- 
posed. Reform of criminal. law in the 
sense proposed by Mr. Storey is a mat- 
ter for very serious consideration. 


WHAT DID HE SAY? 

The report by President BuTLeR and 
Dean BurGgEess that they were “ sur- 
prised’ by the Kaiser’s “frequent use 
of every-day American expressions” 
not only invites but compels specula- 
tion. It can have been no surprise to 
the distinguished Americans that a 
ruler whose mother was an English- 
woman speaks his mother-tongue with 
freedom and fluency. That is a very 
different matter from a command of 
“every-day American expressions.” 
“Every-day ” language means ephem- 
eral language, and ephemeral language 
means slang. 

That academic language in which the 
American scholars were prepared to 
discuss the questions of the relations of 
German ‘and American universities, or 
of the German Government with either, 
was evidently not the vehicle of com- 
munication preferred by their royal 
and imperial host. It was the language | 
not so much of the Columbia council 
room as of.the Columbia campus his 
familiarity with which astonished the 
accomplished President and the iearned 
Dean. The visit of Prince HHNRY may 
well have imbued him with ephemeral | 
Americanisms which he may well have | 
imparted to his consecrated brother. 
The Kaiser’s own frequent intercourse 
with wandering Americans may have 
completed his education and brought it 
up to date. For the slang of the time 
of Prince Hrenry’s visit has already an 
ancient and fishlike mustiness.. The 
picturesqueness and daring of current 
American speech may well have at- 
tracted the Kaiser, for picturesquencss 
and daring are two qualities highly at- 
tractive to him. 

We should extremely like to know 
just what it was the Kaiser said, after 
the Professor and the Dean had 
“drawn a bid” to his luncheon tate 
But we shall never know, excepting as 
waifs and strays from his talk may 
gradually leak out from behind the 
closed doors of the dignitaries of Co- 
lumbia. Did he, for example, express 
the view that there were no flies me 
the President of the United States? Did 
he further suggest that the time was| 
come when it was necessary for the! 
United States to get into the game? 
Did he offer to put his guests wise on 
the question of Morocco? Did he men- 
tion that in his yachting voyage in the 
Baltic he had got next to the true in- 
wardness of the peace negotiations? 
The answers to these and the like ob- 
vious questions would determine wheth- 
er the German Emperor was really a 
master of our noble slanguage, or a 
mere smatterer in the same. It is a 
deeply interesting question, but one 
upon which we can hardly consent to 
accept the report of President BUTLER 
and Dean Burcess. The Kaiser might, 
we fear, palm off upon them as the 
real up-to-date thing ‘ every-day 
American expressions’”’ of the vintage 
of 1895, or even of a remoter antiquity.

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SAYS PROF. G. H.. 
He Modifies His Father’s Idea of 
a Continuous Evolution, 


ELEMENTS ARE NOT ETERNAL 


Recent Experiments Contradictory to 
All That Was Known of Them, He 
Tells British Association. 


CAPE TOWN, Aug. 15.—The members 
of the British Association arrived here 
to-day. At their first session to-night 
Prof. George Howard Darwin of Cam- 
bridge, the President of the association, 
delivered an address in which he recount- 
ed some recent experiments with radium 
which supportd a theory of transmutation 
of elements. The results, he declared, 


seemed in absolute contradiction to all 
that was known until recently about the 
elements in the make-up of the universe, 

Illustrating at the outset the increase 
of man’s power over the forces of nature 
within four centuries, he recalled the fact 
that Barthulomeu Diaz, the discoverer of 
the Cape of Storms, spent sixteen months 
on his voyage, while a ship of 18,000 tons 
had just brought the association here in 
safety and luxury in little more than a 
fortnight. If to-day was less romantia, 
he declared, the lot of man was easier, 
for he had inherited the accumulated en- 
dowment of centuries of genius and labor. 

“It is not my object, nor am I compe- 
tent,”’ said Prof. Darwin, ‘‘to examine 
the extent to which the theory of natural 
selection has needed modification since it 
was first formulated by my father and 
Wallace. The mystery of life remains 
as impenetratable as ever. 

“The physicist, like the biologist and 
the historian, watches the effect of slow- 
ly varying external conditions. He sees 
the quality of persistence or stability 
gradually decaying until it vanishes, when 
there ensues what is called in politics a 
These considerations lead me 
to doubt whether biologists have been 
correct in looking for continuous trans- 
formation of species. Judging by analogy, 
they should rather expect to find slight, 
continuous changes occurring during a 
long period, followed by a somewhat sud- 
den transformation into a new species, or 
by rapid extinction.” 

Within the last few years, he sald, 
electrical researches had shown that the

convergent lines of experiment it had 
been proved that the simplest of all 
atoms—that of hydrogen—consisted of 
about 800 separate parts, while the num- 
ber of parts in the atom of the denser 
metals must be counted by tens of thou- 
sands. These separate parts of the atom 
had been called corpuscles or electrons, 
and might be described as particles of 
negative electricity. He then said: 

“Although the conception of the decay 
of an element and its spontaneous .trans- 
mutation into another element would have 
seemed absolutely repugnant to the chem- 
ist until recently, yet analogy with other 
moving systems seems to suggest that 
the elements are not eternal.

Such @ eon- 
clusion is an absolute contradiction to all 
that was known of the elements until re- 
cently, for no symptoms of decay were 
perceived, and the elements existing in 
the solar system must already have last- 
ed for millions of years. 

‘* Nevertheless, there is good reason to 
believe that in radium, and in other ele- 
ments possessing very complex atoms 
that break up and spontaneous rearrangé- 
ment which constitutes a transmutation 
of elerrents.is actually observed.” 

It was impossible to say how science 
would solve the difficulty, he concluded, 


but future discovery in this field must 
prove deeply interesting.

Them Goirg—Thieves’ Swag 
Among the Tribute. 


All the things that tell of a holiday sea~- 
son among the Italians wete seen in the 
various Little Italies of New York yes- 


terday. Red and white and grepn flags | 


were strung along the streets. Thick in 
the districts were the improvised stands 
where are for sale long strings of big and 
little chestnuts and sliced cake.

In the Little Italy along Mott and Eliz- 
abeth Streets, near Houston and Broome 
Streets, the twin celebrations were in in- 
termittent blast yesterday. For the rain 
stopped the exercises now and then. 

The Societa San Rocco has a high altar 
in Mott Street, near Houston Street, with 
bandstands and chestnut stands.

BLOCK ISLAND, R. I., Aug. 15.~The 
steamboat New Shoreham struck a sub- 
merged wreck in the middle of the harbor 
here to-day while on her trip from Provi- 
| dence, and ripped a great hole in her bot- 
| tom. She made tne run to the pier sink- 
| Ing foot by foot, and was submerged to 
the main deck when the gangpleank was 
run overside. 

A hundred passengers were in a panic 
on the deck, but the engine crew coolly 
Stuck to their posts and were up to their 
waists in water when the boat ranged 
alongside the pler. 

Chief Engineer John Quinlan of Provi- 
dence was the last man to leave the en- 
gine room. He remained there, although 
} the fires had been put- out by the inrush 
of water 100 yards from shore. 

The steamboat’s plight was seen by 
hundreds of persons who were on the pier 
awaiting the arrival of the boat In order 
that they might return to Providence. 

Women screamed and wrun their 
hands,\ for it seemd as though the boat 
must sink before she could make the 
land. A grave disaster seemed all the 
| more imminent on account of the heavy 
|; Weather, as it was not thought that the 
rapidly. sinking boat would be able to 
make headway enough against the sea to 
carry her in, 





The new Shoreham was anxiously 
awaited, as no other boat had put in an 
|} appeararce on account of the storm, and 
hundreds were eager to-return to Provi- 
dence. The appeararce of the boat at 
the Larbor’s mouth was therefore hailed 
with delight. 

She made good time across the harbor 
despite the choppy sea, and the passen- 
gers were gathering up their wraps and 
small baggage as they chatted and 
laughed in anticipation of reaching land 
in a few minutes.. Suddenly the boat 
dipped in a hollow of the sea and 
brought. up suddenly with a grinding 
crash, The passengers were thrown to 
the decks by the shock, and the boat 


heeled over as she slowly tore her way 
over the treacherous obstacle in her path, 

Panic reigned on the main deck Kaa in 
the saloon, and when the watér began to 
rush hissing into the hold, and it was ap- 
parent that the boat was sinking, women 
cried aloud for help and clasped their chil- 
dren in their arms. 

The male passengers and the Captain 
and officers of the vessel made their way 


quietly among the frightened women and 


children, saying: 

“There's no danger. We'll be at the 
dock in a minute,” and as if in confirma- 
tion of this reassurance, the boat sudden- 
ly put on a burst of speed, and it was 
een pees that finaliy carried her to 
1er plier. 

John Quinlan and his assistants down in 
the engine room, as well as the stokers 
below, realized the danger, for oe could 
hear the hiss and roar of the inflowing 
water, and knew that they would soon 
feel it. uinlan started ahead at full 
speed, and a moment later the stokers 
were obliged to come up as far as the 
engine room to save themselves from 
drowning. The fires b this time had 
been. put out and everything loose in the 
lower part of the boat was awash. 

“Just stop here a bit with me,” sald 
Quinlan to the men as they reached the 
engine-room level. 

And there they stayed until the water 
crept into the room and gradually arose 
to their waists. Quinlan then told the 
men to go on deck and that he would fol- 
iow shortly. 

It seemed an age to the half frantic 
passengers as well as to the spectators 
on the plier while the water-logged boat 
was cree ing over the last fifteen yards} 
¢ her trip, but finally she grated against 

e pier. 

The passengers were huddled about 
the gangway, and made a wild scramble 
for the plank when it was run out, 

Quinlan appeared on deck soaking wet 
but cool and collected as the last of 
them stepped ashore. 

Hundreds were obliged to postpone their 
return to the mainland until to-morrow 
owing to the accident, as no other boat 
put in an appearance during the day. 

It is expectea that a wrecking crew will 
arrive from New London to-morrow. 

The New Shoreham was built in Bos- 
ton in 1901. There has been a dispute on 
the island over the payment for the ves- 
sel, antil the matter has cceme to be re- 
garded as a political issue. The steam- 
boat has been making regular trips be- 
tween Providence and the New Harbor 
all Summer. 


A REAL FOX AT NEWPORT. 


Hunt Club Members Willing to Pay to 
See the Reynard Alive.

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SAYS WOMEN WILL RULE 
IN THE WORLD'S WORK 


Sociologist Declares the Men Are | 


Dying and Being Driven Out. 


‘THE ETERNAL FEMININE AGE 


Superintendent of Compulsory Educa- 


tion In Chicago Startles the Fac- 
tory Inspectors’ Convention. 


DETROIT, Aug. 15.—The convention of 


the International Association of Factory | 


Inspectors opened here this afternoon. 
President Edgar T. Davies of Chicago is 
presiding over the sessions. About 150 
delegates are present. At the opening 
session papers were read by W. Il, Bodine 
of Chicago on ‘‘ The Competitive Life” 
and by Mrs, Sarah R, Crowley, Deputy 
Inspector, of Illinois, on ‘‘Our Purpose 
and Duty.” 

The paper of Mr. Bodine, who is Super- 
intendent of Compulsory Education in 
Chicago, created a mild sensation among 
the delegates. He produced Federal sta- 
tistics covering the last twenty years to 


show that the industrial competition of 


women, children, and machine labor {is 
driving men to fields of heavy manual la- 
bor in mining and agriculture. He de- 
clared that woman was destined to be the 
ruling sex in industrialism. He said in 
part 

“Man, like the Indian, {s dying out and 
being driven out. In 1890 there were 
8,914,571 women who were employed in 
gainful occupations in America. In 1900 
the number had increased to 5,329,807. 
The birth rate among the female occupa- 
tion is increasing and the death rate de- 
creasing. It is just the revers®o among 


the males. We are rapidly drifting to the 
age of the ‘eternal feminine,’ when man 
will be a back number and forced to the 
soil ‘and those fields of labor where only 
his physical endurance will save him in 
the struggle for survival.” 

In discussing the competitive life for the 
leadership in society he said: “ Society is 
dying out at the top. It is a crystal maze 
of glass houses, where no occupant dares 
east the first stone; the dangerous ex- 
ample; the academy of divorce. Society 
has mothers who are slaves to the siren 
calls of fashion and frivolity who look 
more often into their mirrors than into 
the faces of their children, With a fash- 
jonable mother gadding about at social 
functions and a fashionable father at his 
club, the result ‘will be that within a dec- 
ade the question of the neglected chil- 
dren of the rich will become as great 
a social problem as that of the neglected 


children of the poor.”

Stocks Make Small Changes Under 
Profit Taking and Reduced Trad- 
Ing — London Active. 


There was a material reduction in the 
volume of business on the Stock Ex- 
change yesterday and a renewal, on a 
somewhat more extended scale, of the 
profit taking which marked Monday’s 
trading. On the other hand, there was 
important buying for the London ac- 
count, this being estimated at 30,000 to 
45,000 Shares, and a willingness to pur- 
chase many issues, particularly the 
Granger shares, on any recessions, The 
net result, therefore, was nothing more 
than moderate irregularity so far as 
the list in general was concerned, with 
perhaps a majority of the stocks traded 
in closing at fractional advances. Atch- 
ison, St. Paul, and Missouri Pacific, 
after selling higher than on Monday, 
closed with losses for the day of not 
more than a half point, and Union Pa- 
cific, the most active stock on the list, 
after selling at 134%, closed unchanged 
at 183%. Several of the industrials, in- 
cluding American Locomotive, Ameri- 
can Smelting, United States Rubber, 
and National Lead, rose rather sharply, 
losing, however, much of the advances 
later, excepting in the case of American 
Locomotive, which ended the day with 
a gain of 244 points. There were simi- 
lar advances on the part of some of the 
minor railroad issues, including Wa- 
bash common and preferred, and the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas shares, the 
preferred stock of this road closing 2% 
points above Monday’s last figure. The 
heaviest losses were scored by several 
of the high-priced railroad issues, in- 
cluding Northern Pacific, 2 points; Jer- 
sey Central, 24% points; Delaware and 
Hudson, 8 points, and Lackawanna, 10 
points. The trading in these issues was 
limited, however, and the declines were 
without particular significance. 

The news from Portsmouth that the 
plenipotentiaries had already agreed on 
three points was favorably received on 
the London and Berlin markets yester- 
day, the Paris Bourse being again 
closed, and good gains were made in 
both markets by Russian bonds. Prices 
on the London Exchange were higher 
all around, American securities in par- 
ticular responding to the advances 
made here on Monday and holding their 
gains. Other developments of the day 
were also of a favorable character, 
these including the announcement that 
the plenipotentiaries had agreed on an 
additional point under discussion, this 
concerning the surrender of Russian 
leases on the Liao Tung Peninsula, 
while discussion of still another mat- 
ter, the Japanese retention of Sakhalin, 
was deferred owing to divergence of 
views. That neither party to the nego- 
tiations was willing to make this point 
a sine qua non was a matter of favora- 
ble comment. The weekly crop bulletfn 
reaffirmed the prospects for record- 
breaking harvests, inasmuch as it re- 
ported the conditions surrounding both 
Spring wheat and corn as entirely sat- 
isfactory. Cotton, alone, is still in an 
unfavorable position.

In 1908 the company paid 44 per cent., in 
1902 45 per cent., and 48 per cent. in 1901 
and 1900. For several years prior to that 
the dividends varied from 80 to 83 per 
cent. From 1891 to 1895 the old Standard 
Oil Trust, which has since been succeeded 
by the Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey, paid quarterly dividends of 3 per 
cent., or 12 per cent. a year. 

The dividend declared yesterday will 
call for the distribution of approximately 
6,000,000 to the shareholders of the 

tandard Oil Company. 


WEEKLY CROP SUMMARY. 


Temperatures Generally Favorable to 
Crops—Cotton Still Disappointing. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—The weekly 
bulletin issued by the Weather Bureau to- 
day summarizes crop conditions for the 
week ending on Aug. 14 as favorable in 
temperatures in all districts east of the 
Rocky Mountafhs, the week averaging 
slightly cooler than usual in the Gulf 
States and warmer than usual throughout 
the eentral and northern portions of the 
country. Rain is badly needed on the 
north Pacific coast. 

The reports continue to denote an ex- 
cellent outlook for corn throughout the 
central valleys, lake region and Middle 
Atlantic States. ’ 

Spring wheat has done well, only slight 
injury from rust being reported. Under 
high temperature the crop has ripened 
rapidly, some of the early sown having 
been harvested in North Dakota. 

Only a small part of the oats crop in the 


extreme northern districts remains unhar- 
vested... Thrashing is well advanced and 
all reports indicate satisfactory yields. 

The least favorable reports respecting 
cotton are received from eastern districts, 
where the prevalence of rust and sheddin 
continues. A large part of the centra 
and eastern portions of the cotton belt 
has received from two to six inches of 
raiin, which has proved injurious. In 
Northern Alabama and in portions of Mis- 
sissippi, Louisiana, and Texas, cotton has 
improved, but in other portions of these 
States the crop has deteriorated. In Ok- 
lahoma and Indian Territories, Arkansas, 
and Missouri cotton has generally im- 
proved. 

Too much rain and lack of sunshine 
have proved.-unfavorable to tobacco in 
Maryland, Virginia, and Kentucky; else- 
pow this crop has advanced satisfac- 
orily.

Locals That Struck in Sympathy 
Ordered Back to Work. 


SHOPS OPEN UNDER GUARD 


| The Large Employers Started to Work 
| Last Night with No Disturbances 
Worth Recording.

| Sympathetic strike. 

The sympathetic strikes of Locals Nos. 
168 and 305 of Brooklyn and No. 40 of 
Manhattan were’ officially declared off 
and the strikers were told. to make their 
best efforts to get reinstatement. If 
;such action had not beén taken these 
[strikers would have broken ranks any- 
| way. This leaves only the original strik- 
ers belonging to Local 23. 
| Many of the bakeries were opened yes- 
terday morning, each guarded by a po- 
liceman. There was no scarcity of 
Kosher bread anywhere. According to 
| the Hebrew Boss Bakers’ Association 
|}about 90 per cent. of the bakeries were 
|running on the open shop plan. The 
employers admitted that most of these 
were small bakeries. 
| The police were notified in the after- 
| hoon that the large bakers, each of 
| whom has three or four bakeries, would 
lopen their shops in the evening. There 
|are about a dozen of these large em- 
| players on the east side. A meeting of 
| the Bosses’ Association was held last 
| night at 282 Grand Street, and a state- 
|ment was made by President Jacob 
| Bock, who said: 

‘* About six or seven of the large bak- 
ers opened their bakeries about 6 or 7 
lo'clock, and they are all or nearly all 
open by this time. No disturbance took 
place, unless there were some so trivial 
as not to be worth recording.” 

President Bock said that Inspector 
| Schmittberger had assured him that every 
bakery would be protected. The In- 
| spector sent for strike leader Kurtz and 
} told him that the strikers also would be 
| protected. He was warned that if there 
were any disturbances by the strikers 
|he would be held responsible. A number 
| of policemen and plain clothes men re- 
mained around the headquarters of the 
strikers all the day prepared to make 
larrests if the 
ers warranted it.

Secretary Elliot H. Goodwin said that 
the association stood ready to prosecute 
any case in which the evidence produced 
is sufficient, and referred to its recent ac- 
tion in investigating the alleged convic- 
tion of political contributions in the office 
of the Fiscal Supervisor at Albany as in 
evidence of good faith. 


WESTCHESTER R. R. CONTRACT 





J, P. McDonald to Do the Grading in 
the City Limite. 


Chief Engineer W, A, Pratt of the New 
York, Westchester, 4nd Boston Railroad 
Company said yesterday that the con- 
tract for the. grading of the bed for the 
road in the Bronx, a distance of a little 
less than five miles, had been let to 
James P. McDonald, a contractor, of 42 
Broadway, and that the work of building 
the rapid transit electric road will be 
pushed.

CONSCIOUS AFTER HANGING. 


Preacher Says a Murderer Demonstrat- 
ed It by Prearranged Signals. 


The Rev. Emil A. Meury, pastor of the 
Second Reformed Church, in Bowers 
Street, Jersey City, has been chosen to 
serve on Sheriff Zeller’s jury at. the 
hanging of Edward F. Tapeley, a negro, 
next Friday, in the Hudson County Jail, 
and will act, although opposed to capital 
punishment. He has been requested to 
minister to the doomed man. 

The Rev. Mr. Meury has seen seven 
men hang. One of them was Paul Genz, 
who shot and killed Clara Arnim in Ho- 
boken. His defense was insanity. 

“In the fight I intend to make for the 
abolition of capital punishment in New 
Jersey, I shall use the argument that 
there is sometimes consciousness after 
the neck has been broken,”’ said Pastor 
Meury yesterday. ‘‘ Paul Genz and I dis- 
cussed this question. Genz said: ‘I will 
prove to you that I am conscious after my 
neck is broken. After my body ts jerked 
up and my neck broken I will wait about 
a minute. Then I will twftch my hands 


twice, then once, and again twice. I have 
arranged this signal so that none of the 
skeptics who may be watching me may 
say the movements are _ involuntary 
twitchings.’ 

‘When Genz was yanked up his body 
stiffened. About three-quarters of a min- 
ute passed. Then six men, whom I had 
told what Genz had said he would do, and 
I saw the pinioned hands make the signal. 
The horror was too much.”
